rectangular members by punching or drilling two sets of holes in the members and than 
connecting one set of the holes in the one member with the other and than engaging a 
fastener means with the other set of holes. The particular method of securing in Group 
II is not needed to mount the panel mount to a side member or brace in Group I. Group 
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relates to a method of hanging panels to form a cabinet, neither of the limitations in 
Group II nor Group I are needed to perform this method.
